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fifth (1-5th) of the aggregate principal sum issued, and the second
(2d) and succeeding nstalments of said bonds shall run not less
than three (3) years nor more than ten (10) years from their date,
in the diseretion of said board of supervisors; and all of said bonds
shall be made payable to the order of the person or persons or
corporation to whom issued, and shall be paid by the treasurer of
said town’ of Detroit, on presentation thereof at maturity, and the
interest thereon as the same shall become due.

Sec. 8. For the purpose of paying the prineipal and interest

upon said bonds as the same shall become due, authority is hereby
given, and it is made the duty of said board of supervisors and
their successors in office, on or before the first (1st) day of Septem-
ber in each year after the issue of said bonds, and until the same
are paid in tull, principal and interest, to certify to the county au-
ditor of the proper county a tax levy sutlicient to liquidate the prin-
cipal and interest becoming due the succeeding year, a vecord of
which shall be kept in the town elerk’s office for said town of De-
troit. ’ ’
" .8gc. 4. The county anditor of the proper county is hereby
authorized and required to exteud the said tax socertified as afore-
said upoun the proper tax roll of the county; and said tax shall be
collected as other taxes are collected for said town of Detroit and
paid over to the treasurer of said town, and shall be by him ex-
pended and applied in payment of saild bonds and interest as the
same shall become due.

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect from and afier its passage.

CHAPTER 1086,

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE BOARD OF C(_)UN’TY COMMISSION-
ERS OF WASECA COUNTY TO I85UE THE BONDS OF SAID
COUNTY FOR THE PURPOsSE OF ERECTING (OUNTY BUILD-
INGS. '

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Stute of Minnesotu:

Secrion 1. The board of county commissioners of Waseca
county are hereby authorized and empowered to issue the bonds of
said county, not to exceed in amount the sum of four thousand
dollars ($4,000), with interest eoupons attached, for the purpose
of erecting county buildings in said county, and said bonds shall
be used for no other parpose whatever, except to build and farnish
said county builldings.

Sec. 2. Suid bonds shall be in sums of not less than five hun-
dred dollars ($500) nor more than one thousand ($1,000), and
shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding eight (8) per cent. per
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annum, payable semi-annually at the office of thé treasurer of said
county; and the principal of said bonds shall be payable at such
time or times, nyt less than five (5) years nor more than ten (10)
years after date, as said board of county commissioners may by
resulution determine, and shall not he negotiated tor less than their
par value.

Sec. 3. The bonds issued under the provisions of this act shall
be signed by the chairman of suid board of county commissioners,
be atiested by the county anditor and sealed with his official seal,
and shall expresy on their face the object for which they shall have
‘been issued; and said auditor shall keep a record of all such bonds
issued, and number the same consecutively.

Sec. 4. The county commissioners of said county shall annu-
ally, after issning said bonds, assess and levy a tax upon all taxable
property of said county (in addition to all other taxes levied),
sufficient in amount to pay the interest aceruing yearly on all
bonds so issued; and when the principal of said bonds, or any part
thereot, is about to become due, they shall cause a suflicient sum
to pay the amount so coming dne o be raised in a like manner.

Skc. 5. This act shall tuke effect and be in force from and after
its pussage.

CHAPTER 107.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE BOARD OF CUOUNTY COMMISSION-
ERS OF McLEOD COUNTY TO IsSUE BONDs ToO DEFRAY CUR-
RENT EXPENSES,

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SecrioN 1. The board of county commissioners of Meleod
" county are hereby authorized to issue the bonds of said county to .
defray current expenses, to the amount not to exceed three thou-
sand dollars ($3,000), in denominations as they shall determire,
payable within three (3) years from the dute thereof, with interest
payable annually, at not more than ten (10) per cent. per annum.

Sec. 2. The said board of county commissioners are authorized
and directed to levy a tax to pay the interest and principal of said
bonds as'the same may become due, and the treasurer of said county
fs aué]lorized to pay the same when such tax shall have been col-
ected. :
_ 8Bec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after
1tg passage.
